Official of Nebraska Town Calls for 


Copy of Ordinance on Subject 


and There'* No Such 


Thing. 


? he city attorney of a prominent 


town out in the state has written 
Deputy City Attorney Wilke for a 
copy of Lincoln's antl-spooning ordin- 
ance. This city has no spooning or 
anti-spooning law. 


"What is spooning?" 
The deputy city attorney 
asked 


himself the question. He waited a rea- 
sonable time for his mind to function 
and then shook his head. 


He doesn't know. He invites infor- 


mation from flappers, vampires and 
winkles. It isn't however, opinion that 
he seeks. He wants proof.be wants 
to know where spooning begins where 
it ends, what itds, what are the sym- 
ptoms and whether or not it Is 
against the peace and quiet of a com- 
munity. • 


Mr. Webster defines spoony as one 


who is silly in showing his or her 
affections. 


There is no law in Lincoln against 


spooning and Mr. Wilke is unable to 
find a statute which makes it illegal. 
The request received by him is taken 
to Indicate that at least one Nebraska 
town proposes to make spooners it 
cut 
The query is worded about as 


follows: 


"Have you any ordinance against 


spooning so-called in parks and pub- 
lic places?" 


The deputy immediately asked him- 


self three questions; 


Is spooning indecent? 
Does it disturb-the peace? 
Does it constitute disorderly con- 


duct? 


He piled his desk with law books 


and reporters. He searched diligently 
for something on spooning. Finally 
he uncovered a Georgia case. But 
here was a combination of four ele- 
ments; a street car, an alcoholic bev- 
erage, kissing and the presence of 
ladies other than the recipient of the 
spoon. The opinion of the court con- 
tained in part the following: 


"A conviction for disorderly con- 


duct in the case Is warranted where 
a man and woman riding in a street 
car while in an Intoxicated condition, 
kiss and hug each other ia the pres- 
ence of other ladles."

MANILA, July 25.—'"For some time 


past we have repeatedly serred notice 
to the governor general by corre- 
spondence and thru personal con- 
ferences and public speeches, that we 
would extend cooperation only so long 
as he confined his activities to the 
Jones law, allowing the Filipino 
people to continue 
exercising that 


degree of authority already enjoyed 
by them.1 


This was the statement of Senate 


President Quezon and Speaker Roxas, 
answering the statements of General 
Wood that he was not informed ol 
the causes for complaint and was sur- 
prised at the resignation of the gov- 
ernment. 
Also that he followed the 


advice of the departmental 
secre- 


taries, and that the resignation con 
stitute an attack against the Amer 
lean representative. 


"For several days immediately, pre- 


ceding the crisis we made efforts to 
avert a rupture." President Quezon 
and Speaker Roxas continued. 


"And earlier In the evening of the 


day when the resignations were tend- 
ered, we discussed the whole subject 
for two hours with the governor, but 
to no avail. 


"General Wood, therefore, was duly 


aware and Informed of our protests 
and complaints. 


"General Wood has tried running 


the Philippine government by him- 
self, aldted by military advisors. 


"The resignation of the cabinet does 


not constitute an attack against Am- 
erican sovereignty or the 
lawful 


authority of its representatives in the 
Island. 
"The resignations were simply an 


orderly, hut firm, protest against in- 
justice and the 
encroachment of 


rights guaranteed by the Jones law 
and secured by the 
laws of 
the 


country." 
Public order IB not disturbed in the 


islands. 
Manila Chief of Police Green Inter- 


fered with peaceful gatherings, 
but 


afterward this was disavowed by Gep- 
eral Wood. Then radio officials re- 
fused to transmit messages of the 
Filipino Independence commission un- 
less General Wood authorized them to 
do BO.

OCCASIONALLY you meet a man who has 
bleary and watery eyes. The lids are red 
and sometimes they turn outward away from 


the eyeballs. 


.The tears run down the cheeks. The constant 


moisture of the skin may be followed by chafing 
and soreness. Clinging to the eyelashes are cakes 
of dried mucus. 


The general appearance of the eye is repulsive. 


The face, too, is marred by the disfigured lids. 


. What is the cause of- watery eyes and wiiat 


can be done to relieve 'the trouble? 


Almost always leaky eyes are due to inflammation of the lining 


membrane of the lids and of the covering of the eyeballs. This mem- 
brane is called the "conjunctiva,".*—

and its inflammation is known as 
"conjunctivitis." 


There are glands known as the 
"lachrymal glands" or tear-glands. 
These manufacture the tears which 
flow across the eyeballs and ere 
drained away through the tear-sac 
and nasal duct. 
Near the inner corner of the eye 


is a email elevation on the edge of 
each lid. At the top of this promi- 
nence is an opening—a tiny, almost 
invisible opening. 
Through these 


drainage places all the tears must 
pass or else they overflow the .lids 
and run down the cheeks. 
In conjunctivitis the mucous wem- 
branajs thickened. As a result, the 
tiny openings are swollen shut and 
the eyes become watery and bleary. 


As the conjunctiva thickens there 
are itching and irritation, causing 
the victim to rub and fuss with his 
lids. 
This habit produces furtner 


infection, more mucus and- real pus.

dirt, chemical fumes and tobacco 
smoke may start a local irritation, 
which may be the beginning of 
changes in the lids, with wat<=ry 
eyes as a result.

MEN AND THINGS. 


The big laugh, after all, is on the sapient newspaper 


sporting writers from the east who went out to Mon- 
tana for two purposes, one to report the fight, which 
was merely incidental, the other to knock the fight so 
that iu the future no hick town—all towns outside the 
New York radius are hick towns—would dare try to 
stage a championship battle. Nobody is so cocksure o* 
anything as the average big city sporting editor is, and 
ttey all said it would be a matter of a few rounds until 
Dempsey cleaned up. They were all wrong, as they 
generally are, by the way, and they were mighty lucky 
that the cowboys didn't do anything worse to them 
than call them sapheads. 


The almost complete disappearance of the demo- 


cratic vote in recent senatorial contests in the states 
of Minnesota and North Dakota is a very emphatic af- 
firmation of the truth of the declaration that with new 
issues there will be an entirere-alignment of parties in 
this country. It has been remarked so often that it may 
be accepted without fear of contradiction that the two 
old parties stage only sham battles. When one party 
succeeds another the defeated party sits on the fence 
and throws rocks at the one in power, while the latter 
continues the farce by pretending to have discovered 
something rotten in the Denmark their opponents have 
just vacated. 


The main satisfaction that the farmer gets by elect- 


ing to the senate men of the Johnson type is that he 
is certain he will vote the way he wants him to vote. 
On the face of this it sounds like a very complete justi- 
fication for his selection, but if we are to believe the 
farm bureau federation—and there is no reason to chal- 
lenge the statement—the last congress gave the farm- 
ers practically everything they asked for. The only 
thing we .recall that was wanted and which was not 
had was the repeal of the Esch-Cummins law, and 
some very good progressives say it ought to remain. 
Here in the state legislature we do not know of any im- 
portant measure that the farmers united in asking for 
that they have not been given in recant sessions.

Maybe a little news item in the paper the other day 


escaped your attention. It related that over a million 
and a quarter of publicly issued bonds had been pre- 
sented to the state auditor for, approval during the 
month of June. Almost every form of municipal activ- 
ity, light, water, sewers and paving, were represented 
in these issues. Every piece of paving in a city or 
town means about $300 added to the taxes of each lot, 
probably more than that in some cases. This means 
about 25 per cent added taxes for a ten year period. 
Who said that we.were sick and tired of paying taxes 
when people vote or sign for these assessments? Isn't 
taxation, after all, a question of whether we want to 
raise our standard of living? 


Chairman Perry of the republican state committee 


told the admiring multitude out at Aurora on Inde- 
pendence day that the time had come to amend the 
primary law so that the conventions of the various 
parties might have something to say about who are on 
the tickets. This indicates that the chairman must 
have had some ticklish moments during his last cam- 
paign. The fact is, however, that the legislature be- 
fore the last one passed a law that "restored to party 
conventions a portion of their lost power, it was sus- 
pended by the referendum and the voters swatted it 
hard. We .should certainly class among the hazardous 
occupations that of a legislator passing an amendment 
to the primary law. 


If It Is our turn we would guess that Senator Hiram 


Johnson has about as much chance of being nomi- 
nated and elected president as we have of becoming 
the head of the national poetry admirers' association. 
Mr. Johnson has a number of admirable qualities, but 
be has enough of the opposite kind to produce a crop 
of very violent and powerful enemies. Nor is he wear- 
ing well with the common folks. These are all the 
time looking for a Moses, and they are"5much Inclined 
to follow the leadership* of a man who more nearly 
speaks their language and voices their aspirations. 
But men like Johnson and LaFollette make too many 
visits to the. oratorical well and saw too small an 
amount of wood to retain popular support outside of 
their own states over a period of years.
